FORTY YEARS is a long, long 
time to know any man, yet it was 
that far back when “Wag” joined 
the advertising staff of Bearings, 
leading bicycle paper, owned by 
the late N. H. Van Sicklen, who 
had made a cub editor out of me. 
Since that dim and distant past 
our paths have crossed and re- 
crossed many times. “Wag” 
looked on motoring as a sport in 
those early days and to him sport 
meant racing. He followed the 
speed game with the fiery zeal of 
a fanatic—he lived and breathed 
racing —it meant more to him 
than his job of earning his bread 
and butter.

BECAUSE of this enthusiasm 
he became the most famous start- 
er of automobile races in this 
country, if not the world. He 
wielded the flags at the first 
Vanderbilt and he held the job as 
long as that classic survived. And 
this created a new profession for 
him—no major event in the suc- 
ceeding years was considered in 
that class without Wagner as 
starter, except Indianapolis. He 
controlled the signals there in the 
first rew races until he had a scrap 
with the management. In conse- 
quence of this activity, “Wag” 
was idolized by race drivers who 
turned to him for advice, and was 
always a sort of walking delegate 
when his boys got into any 
trouble.

Detroit, Nov. 7.—Sales of new 
passenger cars in the United 
States in the month of October 


| are estimated by R. L. Polk & Co. 


to be 129,000 units. This estimate 
is based on reports covering 107 
of the largest cities in the coun- 
try for the first twenty-six days 
of the month. 

The October total as estimated 


| will be the sixth successive month 


in which last year’s figures were 
materially exceeded, and the third 
successive month in which the 
totals for 1931 were surpassed. 

The estimated total of 129,000 
cars for October compares with 
63,195 sales for 1932, 102,659 for 
1931, and 150,219 for 1930. 

In percentages this figure is 





104.13 per cent over October of 
1932, 25.56 per cent over October, 
1931, and only 14.13 per cent un- 
der 1930. 

The decline from September 


1933 is 18.35 per cent, the down- | 


ward pitch being approximately 
parallel to 1930 and 1931. 

The rate of decline 
metropolitan centers is somewhat 
greater than in the outlying dis- 
tricts. Figures are not yet avail- 
able as to just what these differ- 
ences will be, but it should be 
interesting to note that the de- 
cline from August to September 
was 19.4 per cent in the metropol- 
itan areas, against only 6.6 per 
cent in the smaller towns and 
rural districts.

Detroit, Nov. 7.—The six weeks’ 
strike of tool and die makers,

Wage Rates and Sales 


Froop for speculation may be| 
found in two news items re- 
ported on page one of today’s 
issue. One is the report of the | 
Automotive Parts and Equipment 
Association, Inc., and the other 
is the estimate of R. L. Polk & 
Co., on new car sales in October. 


The APEM report shows the 
effect of NRA on payrolls in the 
parts manufacturing industry. 
This indicates that during the 
first week in September payrolls 
were seventy per cent above the 
average for the first six months 
of the current year. The hour 
rate, it is shown, is practically | 
on a par with the rate prevailing 
during 1931. The rates are .5434 
for the month of August against | 
.5463 for the average in 1931. 

The Polk estimate puts the| 
sales for October at 129,000. This 
estimate seems conservative in 
view of the tabulation shown on | 
this page in which the first six | 
states to report show an aggre- | 
gate total of 6,565 units against | 
2,730 in the same states last year. | 
This is a gain of 177 per cent. If 
this gain is held at the same} 
average rate in all states the 
total this year might run to) 
137,000 against 78,351 last year.

Lack of Administration 
Fees Bars Licensing Plan 


Minneapolis, Nov. 6.—Only one 
driver’s license was available to 
each family when the licenses 
went on sale today, it has been 
announced by George H. Hemp- 
erley, clerk of the Hennepin 
county district court. 

As enacted by the last legisla- 
ture, the law provides that each 
driver in a family is entitled to a 
license on the payment of a single 
fee by the head of the family. 
It was discovered, however, that 
the small fee provided would not 
care for the administration of 
the law.

administration of the trucking 
code in Indiana. Twelve repre- 
sentatives of the three state 
truckers’ associations were chosen 
for posts on this body. They will 
represent the Indiana Motor 
Traffic Association, the Motor 
Truck Association of Indiana and 
the Regulated Motor Carriers, 
secretaries of which organiza- 
tions have just completed draft- 
ing of a constitution for the state 
code organization. These  by- 
laws will be submitted with the 
new federation’s program to the 
American Trucking Associations, 
Inc., which represents fifty-two 
per cent of the trucking industry 
and which will meet with NRA 
administrators at Washington 
next week for a hearing on a 
code of fair competition to gov- 
ern national trucking. All three 
of the Indiana trucking groups 
are affiliated with the national 
association. 

It is estimated by local truck 
officials that 100,000 trucks are 
being operated in Indiana, al- 
though 30,000 of these owned and 
operated in private service by 
farmers will be exempt from code 
regulations. There are approxi- 
mately 600 highway contract car- 
riers and two hundred and fifty 
common carriers which, with in- 
dustrial haulers, operate 70,000 
trucks. 

Four local directors were 
elected to the board of the 
American Trucking Associations, 
Inc., as follows: Maurice Tucker, 
South Bend; C. W. Abraham, In- 
dianapolis; H. L. Oliver, Muncie, 
and B. A. Arnold, Indianapolis. 
This group will operate as the 
central code committee for In- 
diana with Mr. Tucker acting as 
chairman.

Chicago, Nov. 7.—The close re- 
lationship between the automo- 
tive industry and the oil industry 
was brought out here during the 
fourteenth annual meeting of the 
American Petroleum Institute, 
which included in its program 
addresses by representatives of 
the technical staffs of motor car 
and automotive equipment manu- 
facturers. 


“What the Motor Vehicle Man- 
ufacturer Can Do to Assist the 
Fleet User in His Problems” was 
the subject of a paper by W. 
L. Shaffner, of General Motors 
Fleet Sales Corp., Detroit. “Pas-. 
senger-Car Motor-Oil Recom- 
mendations” was discussed by 
W. H. Graves, of the Packard 
Motor Car Co., Detroit. J. B. 
Macauley, Jr., of the Chrysler 
Corp., Detroit, spoke on “Auto- 
motive Fuels.” §S. Johnson, Jr., 
of the _ Bendix - Westinghouse 
Automotive Air Brake Co., Pitts- 
burgh, discussed “Operating the 
Modern Vehicle with Air Brakes 
and Air Control.” “Chassis Lu- 
bricants” was the subject of H. 
C. Mougey, of General Motors 
Research Laboratories, Detroit. 


Mr. Shaffner declared that be- 
sides helping the fleet owner by 
providing a good product, backed 
by adequate service, he should 
supply the correct type of vehicle 
for each transportation job, offer 
a convenient plan for purchasing, 
and co-operate in service and 
maintenance matters. 


In his discussion of motor oils, 
Mr. Graves asserted that heavier 
oils are being used than are gen- 
erally recommended by the car 
makers, and that the motoring 
public depends largely on the 
station attendant to decide what 
grade of oil should be used. There 
is no known low limit of viscosity 
for safe lubrication, the speaker 
declared, adding that worn cyl- 
inder blocks are more often the 
result of using too heavy an oil, 
rather than too light an oil, be- 
cause lubrication is lacking dur- 
ing the warm-up period. 


The present trend in truck de- 
sign, placing greater loads on the 
front wheels, has made steering 
a problem, Mr. Johnson pointed 
out. Air-steering therefore is a 
development that may be expec- 
ted, since it will reduce the 
physical effort required of the 
driver. For example, a_ truck 
carrying a 10,000 pound front- 
axle load requires about 200 
pounds rim pull on the steering 
wheel; equipped with air steering, 
only forty pounds manual effort 
would be required of the driver. 
The speaker also outlined de- 
velopments in air-operated clutch 
and gear-shift controls. 


Mr. Macauley, discussing motor 
fuels, said that the most impor- 
tant property a fuel can possess 
is uniformity, since the automo- 
tive engineer can design engines 
to use any reasonable fuel if he 
knows what the fuel will be. 
From the point of view of the 
engine designer, anti-knock 
quality and volatility are the two 
outstanding factors of interest. 


“T think we may look forward 
to the use of more volatile fuels 
in the future—provided we can 
learn how to handle them in the 
fuel-supply and the fuel-metering 
systems of the car,” said Mr. 
Macauley. 


The need for a simplified classi- 
fication of lubricants and for re- 
ducing the number of lubricants 
to be carried by service stations 
was stressed by Mr. Mougey. He 
suggested a classification of five 
lubricants—two water-resistant 
lubricants for general chassis 
uses for application respectively 
below and above forty degrees F.; 
two lubricants resistant to sep- 
aration at high temperatures, for 
wheel bearings, universal joints, 
etc.; and one resistant to hot 
water for use in water pumps. 
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
